He ar- 
rived there im safety about the middle of Decem- 
ber, having been joined by Mr. Hoyt and his fami- 
ly, who were going on with him to the place of his 

estination. 150 dollars were contributed in Sa- 
vannah during his stay there, for the benefit of the 
mission ; and Mr. B. with his companions, are pro- 
ceeding to the work assigned them with firm re- 
liance on God, and sanguine expectations of see- 
ing the wilderness soon bud and blossom as the 
rose. Our acquaintance with Mr. B. and some o- 
ther members of the mission family among the 
Cherokees, inspires us with great confidence tuat 
whatever can be done among the Indian tribe, b 
humility, by patience, by wisdom, by indidaoniall 
ness, by zeal, by diligence and perseverance, wili 
be accomplished. The hand of God deserves to 
be specially and gratefully regarded in raising up 
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to the Bank, or to atty officers thereof, and in 
their opinion, such transfers are aot authorized by 
the act of incorporation, to report to the House 
some cfiectual mode of preventing them from be- 
tog hereafter made.

Doubtless you all, dis- 
tinguished personages, and respectable citizens, 
Will Join in showing examples worthy of your en- 
lightened minds and honourable feelings, by pro- 
noting the present most auspicious undertaking 
in every possible way and demonstrate, that Si- 
beria also has its zealous lovers of the word of 
the true God; that Siberia also knows how to ap- 
preciate the wise laws of the wise legislator of 
Rassia, Alexander the First, by adopting the 
surest meaus for disseminating the light of the 
Gospel of Divine grace in every part of Russia ; 
a work in which they who sow, and they who 
reap, shall one day rejoice together.” 

Tie regulations of the proposed Institution hav- 
ing been read, the venerable grey-headed Archbi- 
shop ‘Ambrosius rose ; and, in the midst of the 
crowded audience, pronounced the following con- 
cise speech: ©.

He accounts us worthy of being promoters of 
his paternal designs towards those tribes which 
inhabit this country, sitting in darkness and in 
the shadow of death, and oe a to the gracious 
light of the Gespel. How high is our vocation! 
What unspeakable honour is appointed unto the 
conscientious promoters of this cause. Let us 
commence our labours, therefore, beloved, in obe- 
dience to the will of our gracious God, and of our 
Emperor and father. -Let us spare neither exer- 
tion nor property, in order to bring these our un- 
fortunate brethren who know not the true God, 
to the knowledge of him by rieans of his word ; 
and thereby prove ourselves worthy of the name 
which we bear—sons of our beloved country, and 
sons of the Most High.” ; 7 

To this proposal a unanimous consent was heard 
throughout the whole assembly, the sincerity of 
which was demonstrated by the liberal subscrip- 
tion on the occasion, amounting to about 6000 ru- 
bles. The Archbishop Ambrosius, and the Go- 
vernor, His Excellency Von Brix, were chosen 
Vice-Presidents ; with a Committee of tweive Dé- 
rectors,a Treasurer, and two Secretaries. A che- 
rus of sacred music sang Te Deum ; and the as- 
sembly was invited to a collation which the Arch- 
bishop had prepared for them. ‘The members of 
the Committee afterwards dined with the Gover- 
nor, and conversed fully and harmonionsly on the 
important duties to which they had been elected. 
Thus ended the transactions which distinguished 
this festival day, and planted a Bible Society in 
the lieart of Siberia. » 


4” AMERICAN INDIAN MISSIQN. 

A letter has been received in Boston from the 
Rev. Mr. Burwick, one of the gentlemen lately 
sent out to join the mission among the Southern 
Indians, written from Augusta, Georgia. He ar- 
rived there iw safety about the middle of Decem- 
ber, having been joined by Mr. Hoyt and his fami- 
ly, who were going on with him to the place of his 
destination. 150 dollars were contributed in Sa- 
vannah during his stay there, for the benefit of the 
mission ; and Mr. B. with his companions, are pro- 
ceeding to the work assigned them with firm re- 
liance on God, and sanguine expectations of see- 
ing the wilderness soon bud and blossom as the 
rose. Our acquaintance with Mr. B. and some o- 
ther members of the mission family among the 
Cherokees, inspires us with great confidence tuat 
whatever can be done among the Indian tribe, oy 
humility, by patience, by wisdom, by disitterested- 
ness, by zeal, by diligence and perseverance, will 
be accomplished. The hand of God deserves to 
be apecially and gratefully regarded in raising up

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dnd qualifying instruments so Well adapted to the 
end contemplated by this noble caterprise. 

By another letter, received i» town, from the 
Cherokee Mission, the very pleasing intelligence 
is received that three Cherokees, one a member of 
the School, give comfortable evidence of piety : 
and that two white men are under very serious 
impressions.

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REVIVAL OF RELIGION. 


Narrative of a distinguished work of grace in 
Fair-Haven, Vt. communicated by the Rev. Ru- 
fus Cushman, for the Religious Intelligencer. 


When I was first settled in this town, ten years 
ago last February, there were about 50 members 
be! onging to this church. The number continued 
about the same, for the space of five or six years. 
Since that time, ithas been gradually decreasing ; 
and a year ago last August, there were left jd 
four males, and about twenty-five females, i: 
then appeared, as indeed it did for many months 
before, that the church must soon become entirely 
extinct, and the candlestick removed out of its 
place. Nothing but immediate Divine interpo- 
sition could prevent this disagreeable conse- 
quence. During the whole of the summer of 
1816, a dark cloud seemed to hang over the 
church on account of her low estate; and also 
over the people at large, on account of their awful 
stupidity, and the frowns of Divine Providence 
in the peculiarly distressing season. On account 
of this gloomy aspect, I appointed the 31st day of 
July, as a day of fasting, humiliation and prayer. 
Contrary to my expectations, and very different 
from what was usual on such occasions, the da 
was generally observed. We had a full assembly, 
many more than what was common on the Sab- 
bath. From that time, our meetings on the Sab- 
bath began to increase and were more and more 
solemn. On the first Sabbath in September, we 
received three members into the church, which 
seemed also to be a tyken for good. One of these 
was by letter; and tlie hope of but one was of a 
recent date. 

About this time, the Rev. Mr. Beman, late pas- 
tor of a church in Portland, Maine, and now re- 
siding in the state of Georgia, preached for me a 
number of times. Being uncominonly gifted in 
oratory, he drew together a multitude of hearers, 
from all quarters. And being filled with the Holy 
Ghost, he avaiied himself of the opportunity of 
doing good, with which God had tavoured him, 
and was peculiarly faithful to his Master, and the 
souls of his hearers. Being carried entirely above 
the fear of man, he did not shun to declave Vie 
whole counsel of God. And he was evidently 
made an instrument in the band of God, of great 
good to this people, by exciting general attention 
to the subject of religion, which begar to be a ge- 
neral topic of conversation in almost every. circle. 
Besides this general attention and solemnity, no- 
thing special appeared, as yet, except in my own 
feelings. I began to be sensibly impressed with 
the almost certainty, that God was about to pour 
out his Spirit, and effect a general reformation. 
Yt appeared that I could see the cloud gather, and 
the shower of Divine grace approach. | felt pre- 
pared for it, as [humbly trust, and stood ready 
to attend to whatever God had for me to do in 
such a work, in a different sense from what Lever 
did before. Though L had always been wishing, 
and praying, for such a season, yet | never felt to 
stand in a waiting posture till then. 

Although the peculiarly melancholy season, and 
the powerful preaching of Mr, B. were undoubt- 
edly the means, in the band of God, of exciting 
general attention; yet there were other circum- 
sauces, Which conspired to aid the glorious work. 
About the first of September, our conference meet- 

ngs, Which had been entirely neglected during the 
sganier, were again revived. She first meeting 
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wis Well attended, and sdlemfh. Anfore thosé 
who attended, was a man, about forty-five, who 
had always been a leading character, and doubt- 
less had more influence in town and society, than 
any other individual. We was not only forward 
in town affairs, in erecting an elegant howse for 
public worship, in supporting the Gospel, and in 
all useful public institutions ; but was also a lead- 
er in all public celebrations and vain diversions. 
He was a punctual attendant upon public worship; 
but seldom attended conference. Being scarce! 
a professor present, excepting myself, L asked him 
if he had not something to say. He rose imme- 
diately, and addressed the assembly, directing his 
conversation particularly to’ the young people. 
He told them that he had lately been to Granville, 
(N. Y.) where there was a revival; and he found 
the people engaged in the things of religion. The 
attention, he observed, was not confined to women 
and children, and men of weak minds; but men 
of the first characters, and talents, were engaged, 
and spent considerable of their time in attending 
meetings, and persuading their fellow sinners to 
repent. He seemed to talk as though he had 
doubts respecting the divinity of the Scriptures, 
and the truth of religion. But said that there 
might be a reality in these things, as so many 
were engaged in them; and if so, it was all iim- 
portant for them to know it. And as they never 
could have a better vpportunity, he advised them 
to give up their diversions, and vain amusements, 
for the present, and devote the fail and winter to 
the examination of the subject. He said he would 
unite with them, and make a thorough inqviry. 
If, after a faithful,impartial and thorough examina- 
tion, they should find that Religion was a farce, Hea- 
ven an imaginary good, and Hell a bug-bear, they 
would give themselves no more trouble about it. 
But if they found these things to be realities, as 
many of superior talents and education solemnly 
believe, they must be all-important; and they 
would give all diligence to obtain an interest in 
them. If they were important to one they were to 
all. And if they were any thing, they were every 
thing. 

The people heard with attention ; and by their 
profound silence, seemed to yield their assent, 
and enter into the solemn agreement. It was then 
proposed to attend to a number of questions which 
were calculated to lead the mind to inquire into 
the reality and importance of religion. A ques- 
tion was accordingly proposed to be discussed the 
next Sabbath evening, respecting the immortality 
of the soul. The next, man’s accountability. Then 
the truth of the Scriptures, future state of retri- 
bution, &c. By the time these questions were 
discussed, many, who attended, were convinced 
that religion was indeed a reality, and of the first 
importance. “Phey found, that it was high time to 
attend to the concerns of eternity, and secure the 
salvation of their immortal souls. Our meetings 
increased, and were much more interesting and 
solemn. But I saw nothing very special, tiil to- 
wards the last of September. About that time, 
a young woman called on me, with the interesting 
inquiry, “ What shall I do to be saved This 
brightened my hopes, and gave me more real en- 
couragement, than all the general attention which 
was visible before. For this was a positive and 
striking evidence that God had come in earnest, 
and begun his own work. The attention then vi- 
sibly increased, and began to spread into different 
parts of the town ; and cases of conviction began 
tu multiply ; God was evidently amongst us, by 
the powerlul operations of his Spivit. Conference 
meetings were appointed in different neighbour- 
hoods, and were gradually crowded. But there 
were no hopeful cuaversions till about tie first of 
November. As the man above mentioned had al- 
Ways gone forward, and taken the Jead in all their 
affairs aud diversions, and had made the proposal 
tu attend to the things of religion; it seesmed as

then mentioned the solemn resolution which be 
had made ; that he was determined, by the strength 
of the Almighty, to seek an interest in Christ 
make religion his busibess, and serve his God the 
remainder of his days. He urged it upon all tip 
people to make i»e same resolution, and used 
many impressive arguments. When he had gotten 
their minds wrought up toa high pitch, he mades 
proposal to them, and earnestly requested that ail 
those who had any regard for their own souls, and 
were willing to make such a resolution, woul] 
then manifest it, by falling upon their knees with 
him, and saying the Lord’s prayer. — It being so 
sudden, and unexpected, the whole assembly were 
struck, and seemed to drop at once. Many, if not 
the greatest part that were present, at that me- 
ment, made the solemn resolve; and pledged 
themselves to fulfil, by the. repetition of those sa 
cred words. When they came to reflect upon the 
transaction, which was done by many without any 
premeditation, being thus called to it unawares, 
they were so struck with their high obligations to 
God, that they could find no rest to their souls 
till they had paid their vow, and cordially em- 
braced the Lord Jesus Christ. A number, though 
somewhat impressed before, dated their first deep 
concern for their souls from this meeting, and from 


their sudden resolution. ‘The man who called the, 


people to the resolution, himself, seeing the imme- 
diate effect, was also strack with a most awlul 
sense of his own situation. 
likely that God was making an i\strament of hn, 
to call up the atteation of the people to the cor- 
eerns of eternity: and it struck his mind wita 
force, that he might be the means of the conviction 
and conversion of some sinners ; and while they 
were delivered from destruction by his istri- 


mentality, he himself should be cast down to hell. 


And he was not alone in his fears. His own pul 
lic solemn resolution also, seemed tu heighten fs 
distress, and increase his conviction. His anxiety 
was so great after this transaction, that he scarces 
ly closed his ¢yes to sleep that night. He went 
from the meeting to his own house ; but could not 
retire to rest from a sense of his awful situation 
He went out to one of his neighbours, whose wile 
was pious, and the only professor living in the 
village, and requested her to pray for hin. The 
husband and two workinen were present, and vd 
der deep concern for their own souls. She tol ; 
him that he must pray for himself, He said he 
was so’wicked he could not pray. She urged tt 


npon him again, and again. He finally concluded, — 


that, if she would pray for him, that he might —_ 
he would make the attempt: for they all felt a 
though they must have a prayer, and there was .

When he awoke 
he found a surprising alteration in his feelings. 
od appeared near to him, and a reconciled God 
hrough Jesus Christ, whom he could then clearly 
ee, as he said, on the right hand of the Father in- 
erceding for his people. He never had sucha 
‘ew of the Saviour before, as Mediator between 
sod and man. His soul seemed to embrace him 
nd trust in his merits alone for salvation. 
Refore the revival commenced, there was not a 
le professor, nor a praying family, in the whole 
lace ; and indeed, but-very few in town. When 
ie minds of the people began to be called up to 
le concerns of eternity, and their consciences 
wakened, they begun to see their desolation, and 
el the importance of family prayer. But as none 
vuld pray, or dare make the attempt, this man 
roposed to have as many as eould attend, meet 
Nery morning in the school-house, at 7 o’clock, 
nd have me go and read a chapter in the Bible, 
nd pray with them, as a substitute for family 
ayersin their awn houses. And this practice 
is continued from the commencement of the re- 
val, till they began to pray in their own families. 
ul, L trust, these nteetings were owned of God, 
blessed to the good of souls. 
Un Tuesday morning, at one of these meetings, 
nquired of bin respecting the state of his mind, 
ereplied, “T feel as though I could submit to 
M” Itean hardly be conceived what relief I 
perienced in iny own inind, immediately upou 
isteply.

And the new 
converts seemed to think of tittle elese, but to 
lorify God their Deliverer, and do something to 
advance His cause, aud save the souls of their 
fellow-sinners. 

The work continued to progress equally power- 
ful, till the sectaries came in and set up separate 
meetings. Agreeably tu the design of the grand 
adversary of souls, who is always busy in such 
seasons of attention, the minds of the people were 
diverted, in a measure, from the great objoct of 
the salvation of the soul, to things of minor con- 
sequence. The doctrines of grace were cried 
down, and declared to be dangerous doctrines, by 
certain teachers: which diverted the attention of 
many, aud created some disputes. Though all 
controversy was kept out of our conferences, and 
disputable doctrines, on our part, avoided as much 
as possible ; yet it was impossible wholly to pre- 
vent the fatal effects which such a division was 
calculated tv produce. But God did not suffer his 
work to stop hare. Many more, alter this, were 
awakened and hopefully brought into his King- 
dom. And the work coutinued, though not su 
powerful, till the latter part of February ; when 
it evidently declined. During the summer, there 
were some hopeful conversions ; so that on the 
first Sabbath in September, we received ten into 
the church. Since that time, there has been but 
one new instance of conversion, to my knowledge. 
Our meetings, however, are well attended, solemn 
ail animating to Christians. 

In short, God has wrought wonders here, where- 
of we exceedingly rejoice, and would give him all 
the glory. Though he has used many instruments 
in accomptishing his glorious purposes concerning 
Zien, yet many of us, when we compare the pre- 
sent with the past, and behold the surprising 
change ip the face of things in this town, society 
and church, stand astonished, wonder, admire, and 
exclaim, * What hath God wrought f” as though 
he had used no instruments at all. When we 
were just ready to perish, God appeared in won- 
derful mercy. From a very stmall handful, and 
still fast decreasing, God has suddenly enlarged 
this church in such a manney, that it now bears a 
respectable rank among the churches of our Lord, 
Though most ef the members may be said to be 
babes in Christ, having but just entered his school ; 
yet, of real talents, but few churches, according 
tu their numbers, possess a greater share. And 
almest the whole weight of influence ia the town, 
is now in the church. 

During this gracious work, 97 have united with 
the church, ia this small town, containing, at the 
last census, less than 7CO souls. ‘The greatest 
part of these are heads of families; though some 
of all ages, from Li to 70 and upwards, have been 
called in. A goodly number of ihe youth are sub- 
jects of the work; yet, it was the most powerful 
among those of middie age. Of the 97 who have 
joined the church, about 25 only were unmarried. 
In taking so many of the first characters, God has 
wonderfully delivered his cause from reproach. 
The enemies cannot boast of tieir strength, as 
though none were taken but the youth, women 
and children. They are apparently confounded, 
and stand in silent astonisnment, to see such a 
striking alteration, as evidently appears in many 
old hardened sinners, who, they thought, were iu- 
accessible to the influences of religion. But they 
are not more astonished than many of the con- 
verts are themselves, to find such a change in their 
own feelings, views, motives and desires. Many 
are wonderfully surprised to find themselves so 
unexpectedly, in such a different situation. And 
they are ready to ascribe it all to the sovereign 
grace of God, and to give Him all the glory. 

Some have united with the Methodists, a few 
with the Episcopalians, and two or three with die 
Baptists.

Sin—In answer to your favoar of the 3d ult. 
I would observe, that my opportunities for ac. 
quiriag extensive informativun are very li:nited, 
but such as [ hive been able to obtain, on the 
diif-rent subdjects,-L communicate with pleasare. 
Tne g-neral asvect of this country ts level, 
thongh at the heads of our rivers and in some sec- 
lious of the state there is broken land. ‘The de- 
grees of heat ia su ames, are fron 80 to 9), in 
sone instances it has beea as high as 98.— Tae 
degrees of cold are generally abou 18 above 0 ; 
widin oo instance, the last winter, it was 10 e- 
low. Ruins prevail most inthe moaaths of April 
and May. Winds prevail most in iP. vemoer, 
December and March. Bugs are very seldom 
seen here, scarcely once a year; & great propor- 

tun, T think nine teaths, of clear weather. 
_ ‘The pringipal river in this state is the Wabash: 
theads near Lake Byie: its greatest course is 
irom N. EB to S&S. W: itenters the Onio 150 
riles below this place; its lengit is computed at 
600 iniies, 400 of which are navigable for keel- 
buais, of 20 i018, a greater part of the year ; io 
the spring 1t wouald f}>at a vessel of two or three 
baideed toas burd:a. Tae principal town is 
mcennes; it coasists of about 150 dweiling- 
houses, and 1500 to 2000 inhaditants : it bas a 
University, a circolattag library, the state 
bank, and is erecting two steam mills witha 
Gistillery to each; it has also two printing of- 
fires, 17 stores, one apotitecary store, one silver- 
smith, one tinplate worker, one tannery, four 
‘acks miths’ hops, four saddiers, three shoe and 
boot makers, three hatter shops, one windsor 
Conair maker, four taylor shops, siz taverns, ope 
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baker; and three butchers : in addition to these 
we have doctor and lawyers in great plenty. We 
have one grammar and two English Schools ; 
the teachers are paid by the persons who send 
their children. 

Harmonie is the next town in point of size, on 
the Wabash : it is 55 miles S. W. of Vincennes : 
it was built by George Rapp and associates, who 
emigrated from the western part of Pennsylvania 
two or three years ago: their town contains a- 
boat 100 dwellings; population aboui 700: they 
have a large steam grist mill, fulling mill,‘dye. 
house. Spinning, weaving and dressing wool are 
carried on by them very extensively, they have, 
also, a tannery, two distilleries and a hatter shop, 
all of which is carried on very extensively. They 
cultivate about 1000 acres of land, have 2 or 3000 
sheep, and a great many cattleand hogs ‘They 
have flattering prospects in the cultivation of the 
vine, of which they have planted 5 or 6 acres. 
They are now engaged in building an extensive 
grist mill on the Wabash which will be equal to 
any on the western waters. ‘There are perhaps, 
three good mill seats on this river which are yet 
unimproved. ‘The principal seats, on the lesser 
streams, have been secured : the best seats in this 
section of our state, are said to be in the neighbour- 
hood of Fort Harrison. Racoon creek on the 
east and Brudlets creek on the west of the Wa- 
bash, afford good seats. The river E nbarras 
which puts into the Wabash from the west, six 
miles below this place, affords some good seats ; 
ihey are secured and one of them badly improved. 
Of the three mill seats before mentioned, there is 
one at the Grand Chain, about forty miles from 
the mouth of the river, the oiher two are at or 
near what is called the Grand Rapids, about 24 
miles below this place. 

The river next io size is called Whiie River, 
it puts into the Wabash 30 iniies below this place: 
it forks about 30 miles irom its mouth: its east 
fork heads near the Ohio, and its north fork 
heads near the head of the Wabash: itis naviga- 
ble for sinal! crafis, about 100 miles: its branches 
afturd several good miil seats: they both pass 
through a broken country. 

The priacipal towns ia this state are Vincennes, 
couaty of Knox ; Harmonie, county of Posey ; 
Brookville, ia Feanklin ; Miidison in Jcffersun, 
Cnrarlestoa, ia Olark ; Laweenceburgh, ia 
Dearborn; Corydoa, in Harrison; Prin ceton, 
in Gibson; Silem, in Washington ; Vevay,in 
Switzerland ; Paoli,ia Orange; Brownstown, 
in Jackson, Washington, in Baivis; Dirtiagton, 
in Warrick ; Troy, ia Perry; Merom, in Silli- 
van; Alexandria, in Pike. We have also the 
county of Jeaaingsin which there is not yet a 
tows, or, if there is, L have not its name. I 
have pat do>wo Harmonie as the principal towa 
in Posey county, thouzh it is oot the seat of jus- 
tice, Springfie'd is the seat of justice fur that 
county : it was laid out and the lots sold in July 
last, and is jast beginning to build rapidly: it bids 
fair to be one of the best counties in the state, as 
it affords agreat deal of excellent land, is bound- 
ed on one side by the Ohio, and on the other by 
the Wabash, and is below the priocipal obstruc- 


tions in both rivers : it extends to the janction of 


thera: it has yeta great deal of good land that is 
not entered, inthe neighbourhood of Harmonie, 
which is a great manufacturing town. 

The classes of people m»st wanted in this 
quarter, are agriculturalists and tradesmen or me- 
chanics ; brick makers and brick layers are want- 
ed ; also, good house carpenters, they would re. 
ceive very good encouragement ; of merchants, 


school.masiers and professional characters, we 


have more than enough.

As to the proportionate quantity ofimproved 
lands, Tam unable to say, but would suppose 
that taking the state throughout,{there is nota 
twentieth part improved at the present time, 
though improvements are making very rapidly ; 
it is said that during the last 12 months, the sale 
of land at the Office in this place, has averaged 
15 quarter sections pec day, and the rage for 
land appears to increase; the entries of yes- 
terday were twenty five quarter sections. 

The soil on the Wabash and White River, is 
generally of the first quality: the timber ts black 
and white oak, walnut sugar, mulberry, hick- 
ory ,buckeyeand honey locust; there i. a great 
variely of soil: from good timbered land you 
pass into a strip of barren which is sandy 
soil. thinly timbered, generally black oak and 


hickory, and frequently you find fire prairies 
without any thing but grass on them: they are 
from 100 to 10,000 acres im size ; they are 
Most common on the west side of the Wabash, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, corn, potatoes, tarnips, 
and flix, produce abundantly here, particularly 
wheat; a good crop produces fron 30 to40 bushels 
tothe acre. The prodace of corn is from 50 to 
80 bushels : all Kinds of vegetables and garden 
stuff do well with us. Apple's are fine and sel- 
dom fail, peaches are very fine, but are frequent- 
ly injured by slcetsin March. 

I am too little acquainted with the history of 
animals, minerasl, peterfactions, &c to say any 
thing on the subject: caves are frequent in the 
neighbourhood of Corydon, the preseot seat of 
govromeni, in many of which salt petre ts found 
in large quantities, in one is found the genuine ep- 
som salis; cascades are very rare, i have not 
seen any in the state: banks of copperas are fre- 
quently found on Wabash River: stone coal is 
in abundance on the Wabash and White Rivers 
north ard east of this place; saleine springs are 
to be found on the éast branch of White Rrver. 
It is reported that a valuable bank of copper has 
been lately discovered wear Fort Harrison, 
which is about 65 miles above this place on the 
Wahash. “This river produces a great abund- 
ance of fish, the black bass, perch. pike pickere}, 
buffaloe, catfish with some others : all of which 
may be cuughtin great ge particularly ia 
the months of May and June.

Chateaueriand, in his travels in Greece, Pales- 
tine, Egypt, &c. after describing the desola- 
tion of Jerusalem, the wreicheduess of its inha- 
hitants, end especially the extraordinary suffer- 
ings of the Christians, ‘who find io their relli- 
gion sufficient fortitude to surmount such com. 
plicated horrors and misery,’ thus notices the

While the new Jerusalem thus rises from the 
desert, resplendent in brightness, cast your eyes 
between the temple and Mount Sion ; behold 
another tribe cut off from the rest of the inhabti- 
tarts of this city. ‘The particular object of every 
species of degradation, these people bow their 
head without murmuring ; they endure every 
kind of insvit without demanding justice ; they 
siak heneath repeated blows without sighing; if 
their head be required, they present it to the sey- 
meter. Onthe death of any member of this pro- 
scribed community, his companion goes at night 
and ioters him by stealth in the valley of Jehosa- 
phat, io the shadow of Solomon’s temple En- 
ter the abodes of these people, you will find them 
arnidst the most abject wretchedness, instracting 
their children to read a mysterisus book. which 
they in their tura will teach their offspring to 
red What they did five thousand years ago, 
these people still continue todo. Seventeen times 
have they witnessed the destruction of Jerusa 
kem ; yet nothing can discourage them, nothing 
can prevent them from turning their faces to- 
wards Sion. To see the Jews scattered over the 
whole world, according to the word of God, 
must doubtless excite surprise : but, to be struck 
wiih supernataral astonishment, you must view 
them at Jerusalem: you must behold these right- 
ful masters of Judea living es staves and stran 
gers in their owo country; you mest behold 
them expecting, ander all oppressions, a kin 
whe isto deliver them. Crushed by the cross 
that condenins them, and is planted on their 
heuds, ska'king near the temple, of which not 
ube stone is lef upon another, they continue in 
their deplorale infatuation. The Persians, the 
Greeks, the Romans are swept from the earth : 
aida petty tribe, whose origin preceded that of 
those great nations, sill exists uimixed among 
the ruins of its native land. Ifany thing among 
rations wears the character of a miracle, that cha- 
racier, in my opinion, ts here legibly impressed. 
W hat can appear More wonderful, even to the 
philosopher, than this spectacle of ancient and 
modern Jerusalem at the foot of Calvary ? the

VOYAGE TO BERHING’S STRAITS. 
St. Petersburgh, Oct 31. 

The following ts an abstract of the report of 
Licut. Kotzbue iv ihe Chancellor Count Ro- 
manzow. 

In - onsequence of instructions given to Lieut. 
Kotzbue, he was tosail in the sammer of 1817, 
to the Norten Bay, to make a voyage into the 
interior of North America. Conformably to 
those instructions, Lieut K. sailed on the 87h of 
July, 1817, from the Port of St Peter and ‘St. 
Paul, tor the above named bay. ‘The wind was 
so favourable on the passage, that on the 26th, 
he arrived et the Isle of Si. Laurence, about 
two degrees south of Berhing’s Sicsits, As there 
remained svfiicicat time to go into Nuton Bay, 
he resolved tv cuter Berhing’s Straus, if curcum- 
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stances favoured him in that respect. He could 
not, it is true, flatter himseif that he should be a- 
ble to go further north than Cook ; bat he wish- 
ed more nearly to observe the eoast of Ameriea., 
He entered Berhing’s Straits on the 20ih Joly, 
with a favourable wind and cloudy weather ; 
and the next day he found himself off a bay 
which he wished to examine ; but the great num- 
ber of shallows, and the want of canoes, with 
which he had not provided himself, obliged him 
to give up that research until next year. He con- 
tinued his course along the coast of America, 
keeping as near to it as possible ; and on the Jst 
of August, he discovered a passage, in which he 
entered, and to which he perceived no bounda- 
ries. It was only after having navigated fortwo 
days, that he saw the land. Lieut. K. employ. 
ed more than 15 days in exploring that great bay, 
in the hopes of finding in it the mouth of some 
river. The inhabitants, who came to reconnoi- 
tre him in canoes, and who conducted themselves 
most amicably towards the Burik, (his ship’s 
name) although they appeared very warlike, be- 
ing «all armed, pointed out to him a hitle bay, 
where, according to them, he would find a ca- 
nal, which w-uid conduct him to the open sea ; 
but it required, they said, a navigation of eight 
days betore he could reach the sea. He examin- 
ed that, to which he gave the name of Good 
Hope, and found the mouth of a small river ; but 
it was navigable only for canoes, and into which 
he consequently couid not enter. From the num- 
ber of canoes which he found at the eutrance of 
the great bay, the country must be well peapled. 

Licut. Ketzbue gives, in his report, a very fa- 
yourable description ofthe inhabitants. They are 
tall, strong, and well made, and appear to have 
acquired a greater degree of civilization than the 
inhabitants of the middle part of the North West 
Coast of America. 

They learned, in the bay of St Laurence, up- 


§ on the coast of Asia, where the Rurik eechored, 


that the Eschukiches, whe inhabit that coasi, ‘are 
ip a state of habitual hostiluy with their Ameri 
cap neighbours ; Lut that they barter with the 
Ischuktches, who iuhabit a mure disiant country, 
aud who receive won, tobacco, and coral, in ex 
change fortheirskins. A stormy and very co'd 
season forced this officer ty) quit this bay and to re- 
turo tothe South, resviv.iiy to pursue his disco- 
veries next yeac. Hetheo sailed to New Albi- 
on, and was Kindly received. From the Span. 
ish Governor of San Fancisco he experienced the 
greatest attention and |! adness, and bad his ves- 
sel victualled, 





“HINDOO MARRIAGE.» 


Extract from the Journal of Messrs. Hall 
und Newell at Lombay. 


Dec. 14th, 1816, This day is celebrated a 
Hicdvoo marriage uf very onusual magnificence. 
But since the Hindoo marriages are, in the gen- 
eral, performed with the same ceremonies, the 
following may be acceptable as a pretty correct 
specimen. ; 

_‘Thé negotiations for a marriage contract ori- 
gimate with the girl’s father. When he wishes to 
give his daughter in marriage, be sends a priest 
or domestic chaplain, (for each family has a 
Brahmin, who officiates for them at all such ce- 
remontes, as require the attendauce ofthe priest,) 
to the father of the boy with whom he desires his 
daughter to be connected. The priest speaks in 
commendation of the girl and her family, makes 
knuwn the wishes of her father and the sum of 
money which he will give with his daughter. If 


the father of the boy consznts to the.coynexien, girl, that she be married ander 





the next step is to compare the gunna 

the two children ; that is, to editpant pis U 
those astrological calculations predicting their fy 
ture lives, which were wriiten at the birth of the 
children. If, on examination, the predicted 
vents of their lives appear discordant, the ne if 
ation is of course broken off ; but if these hove r 
nize, then the contract is settled ; and in the 
next place, the astrologers are employed to cal 
eulate the propitious day and hour for perform. 
ing the marriage ceremony. . f 

The day being fixed, preparations are made 
for receiving and entertaining the weddin 
guests, both at the house of the bride and the 
bridegroom. A kind of booth, called a mandup 
is erected near the houses of their respective ia. 
milies, apparatus for illumination is procared 
and at the house of the bride, provision is made 
for feasting the wedding guests. ‘These are all 
ona scale more or less expensive, according to 
the ability ofthe parties. 

The evening for the marriage being come, the 
wedding guesis go out to meet the bridegroom. 

A procession is formed at his house, wheuce he 
is conducted to the house of the bride. He uy. 
ally proceeds on horseback ; but sometimes he 
is only able to pay a man for carrying him op 
his saovider. ‘The degree of parade and sp'en. 
dour exhibited by the procession, would pretiy 
accurately indicate the wealth and rank of the par. 
ties, did not their vanity often lead them to an ex. 
pense too heavy for their fortunes to support with. 
out great embarrassment. 

Previous to the performance of the marriage 
ceremony, eachofthe parties must perform his 
ablutions, which vary according to the castto 
which they belong. 

Wen all thingr are ready for the ceremony,a 
curtain more or less stained with «colours, isex- 
tended beiween the bride and bri: |-groom, end 
sm held at each end that they cannot sce each 
other Their hands being joined ; the curtain, 
however, being cleached between them ; the 
officiating Brahmin begins to repeat his mun- 
tras,ora certain form of woids appoinicd to 
be rehearsed at all marriages. ‘These munirgs 
are in antique Sungskrit, and uaiutelligible in 
general to the officiating Brabmins themselves ; 
buteach one clos-s with the benediction, * Be 
this a happy marriage ”— When these words 
are uttered, the people throw on the couple some 
grains of rice, flowers, &c. 

When the ceremony is over, the guests sit 
down toa repast, as semptuous as the father of 
the girl is ableto provide. Among some of the 
lower casts, the guests are treated with ardent 
spirits, a‘ meuy to intoxication, With the 
higher sorts of people the marriage feast Is fol. 

lowed bya dance. ‘This dance is furnished by 
hiring two, three or fuar dancing girls, (who are 
professedly as abandoued as stage actresses) and 
about the same. uumber of musicians. The 
guests being seated on carpets or mats, these 
dancing girls take theic station in front of must- 
cians, near the centre, sing songs and siopidiy 
move about and thas perform what is called daa- 
clog. . The feasting and daneing are Kept up °° 
veral nights in succession ; aad often tll v or 4 
o’ciock in the morning: and sometimes, by wa 
ing for the propitious hour for the marrrage cere- 
mony to arrive, it is midaight before the party 8° 
out ta meet the bridegroom. 

The wedding being over, the little children are 
taken to their respective homes, and, now be- 
come husband and wife, occasionally see each 
other and play together as other children. _

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FROM SOUTH AMERICA. 
Curacoa, Dec. 27. 

The French fleet, which passed this Island on 

Wednesday last, sailed from Cadiz with dn In- 
tendant General for Caraccas, and lay in the 
‘Roads of Gayra for several days, having left that 
port for Porto Belio, to convey specie from thence 
vibe Havana. From this circumstance it would 
appear, that France has given assistance to Spain 
is her struggle with the revolted Colonies. 

Accounts had reached ba Guyra, of Gen. 
Mina, and the whole of his staff, being the rem- 
nant of his army having been taken prisoners, 
und escorted to Mexico where they were to 
be put to death. 

A Caraccas Gazette of the 17ih inst. contains 
an «ficial despatch from general Morillo to the 
captain general of Venezuela. Don Juan Baptista 
Pardd, dated bead quarters.Gaudarrama, Dec 7, 
from which it appears that Gen. Paez, of the Iv- 
dependant army, was in Achaguas, and com 
rienced his retreat on the Aruuca, with the emi 
gration, and wll bis forces, having ai the same 
ime ordered those in Nutrias, to cross hack the 
Apore, in consequence of which ali geveral Mo- 
rilla’s endeavours to meet him were fiustrated. 

General Morillo being at Calaboze, and hav 
iy received accounts from colonel La Torro, 
from which he learned that the latter was de 
terced from attacking the enemy hy a false re 
port that Bolivar and Arismendi were coming 
up the river with great forces, marched with se 
seral corps to reinforce him, and arrived at Guo 
darrama the very day his despatches are dated, 
Where he received another letter from La Torre, 
teotioning that he had foiled the rebels, com 
mavced by Zuraza, in the field of Hopaza. 

‘The official despatch of Col. La Torve, is da- 
led Caivario, 8th December, and contains the 
jui!owirg in substance ; 

* That on the 2d Decemher, he attacked the 
mdependent army, posted ona height in the Ha- 
fo Hoegaza, tothe number of 1500 men, withtwo 
ruieces of artillery ; bis army, (composed but of 
O00 cavalry and 900 infantry.) advancing with 
uudaunted courage, amidst the cries of ‘long live 
the king? His cavalry, under Arrogones, being 
utiecked by that of the enemy’s left, he o: dered 
this cfficer to charge them, which be executed 
in such a gallant manner as immediately to re- 
pulse and disperse theron at a great distance in the 
icar of their line, Col, Juez was then assailed 
by the enemy’s cavaliy of the right, reinforced 
Ly the squadrons of reserve, but he routed them 
wirO; that this event, added to the gallantry ve ith 
Which the infantry charged with the bayooet, 
Ihiew the enemy into such complete disorder, 
that they took te flight, leaving every thing be 
hind them, Pursved by the infantry, and having 
their retreat cut off by Maj. Arrogones, not one 
olibeir infantry escaped, having all perished or 
been taken prisoners ; their cavalry met very 
nearly a similar fate. 

The loss cf the lodependents is stated at 1200 
slain —two brase three pouncders—1260 muskets 
—four colours— 18 drums—50 CCO musket car- 
tridges——one load flints—a printing machine— 
all their equipages. The loss of the Royalists a- 
inounicd to only 11 killed, 82 slightly, 16 severe. 
ly woutded. 

Among the weunded is Col. La Torre him. 
sel! in the thigh, by a musket shot, which he re- 
ceived in charging at the head of the infantry ; 
also Colonel D Pedro Gonzales Villa, the Ad. 
jutant of the 2d battalion of Navarra, Dos Jose 
“‘Narvaex, Litutenants Louis de la Madrid, San- 
cho Pardo, Domingo Augustin, Ventura Saiga- 
do, Pedro Farnandez, Angel Luno, the captain 
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of Grenadies Don Juan de Lune, aod Don Juan 
Francisco, Gimenes, wounded by cannon shot. 

That in consequence of a conflagration in the 
bushes, a great namber of the wounded were 
consumed, and among them some of the Royal- 
ists, whom it was impossible to rescue from the 
flames. By this accident the bodies were so 
much disfigured, that it was absolutely mmpos- 
sible to ascertain by their features the [ndepend- 
ent chiefs who had perished ; some of the prison- 
ers, however. knew that among the namber 
were colonel Martiaez, a Staff officer, the com- 
mander of artilley lieut. col. Montes, lieut. col. 
Valderramas (an. Englishman,) commandant of 
the battalion, Restnapor and Lecuma, command- 
ant of another battalion. The fire consumed al 
so a large quantity of arms, ammunition, the 
printing machines aud some other articles the rem- 
nant of which were to be ttansported to Calabo. 
20. The despatch, which is long and tedious, 
closes by recommending the officers and men 
who distinguished themselves in the battle which 
is sa:d to have equalled those of Marengo! Aus- 
terlitz! and Jena!”
